The official rules and orders of the Coun- 
cil provide that the committee on ways 
and means shall examine and report upon 
all questions touching the revenues, pub- 
lic debt and interest thereon, the appro- 
priation and disbursement of the public 
moneys and such other matters as shall 
be referred to them by the Council. 

As there are only three members on the 
committee, the post of chairman becomes 
particularly <important. Its occupant in- 
troducs into the Council all the municipal 
appropriation bills and, though he has not 
the actual disposal of any of the city’s 
money, he ,has vast power in deciding 
whither it shall go. 

The chairman of the ways and mean 
committee is expected to be something 
of a “‘watchdog of the treasury.”’ 

Mr, Hodges, who recently resigned the 
place, Zave as one of his reasons that his 
retrenchment policies did not seem to find 
favor with a majority of the other coun- 
cilmen.

PARCHMENT PASS FROM TAYLOR 
ALSO SHOWN. 


It Said ‘“‘Powers Is Our Friend” and Its 
Purpose Has Not Been Told Even 
to Defendant’s Attorneys. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent, 

GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 26.—The ex- 
istence of a very bitter feeling between 
the attorneys for the prosecution and the 
defense in the case of Caleb Powers be- 
comes more apparent each day. No op- 
portunity is overlooked by either side to 
spit spiteful words. Yesterday it was 
Campbell and Brown; this morning it was 
Commonwealth's’ Attorney Franklin and 
ex-Congressman W. C. Owens.

“Now, listen, major, and you may learn 
something.’’ 

“There is nothing that you 
me, sic,’’ retorted Major Owens. o 
“Probably not about this assassination, 
answered Franklin as he began reading 

the pardon. 

Among the papers taken off Powers at 
the time of his arrest in Lexington, was 
a little scrap of parchment about two 
ineéhes square on which was written, 
‘Powers is our friend, W. 8S. Taylor.’’ The 
writing was identified this morning as that 
of Taylor. It was addressed to no one. 
Powers has not even told his attorneys 
the purpose of the writing. 

Constable Davis Harrod of Frankfort, 
testified: When Goebel was shot I! was 
on Main street 
square. I ran down St. Clair street and 
through the state house yard to the door 
of the executive building. A crowd of 
mountaineers was on the steps.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Estes C. Rath- 
bone, formerly director of posts in the Is- 
land of Cuba, who has been practically 
under arrest ‘ever since he was removed 
from office, will be formally arrested as a 
result of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow’s report implicating him 
in the postal frauds. 

Copies of Mr. Bristow’s complete report 
were furnished to Senator Platt, chairman 
of the special committee of the Senate 
investigating the Cuban postal frauds 
and to Secretary of War Root, for trans- 
mittal to Governor-General Wood at Ha- 
vana. It is expected that upon the re- 
ceipt of the report Gen. Wood will at once 
order the arrest of Rathbone. It is under- 
stood that the full report and exhibits 
are to be printed for the Senate committee, 
and will then be made public. 


In the meantime Postmaster General 
Smith gave out a summary of the report 
today. This summary gives substantially 
what has heretofore been reported regard- 
ing the pectlations of C. F. W. Neely as 
chief of the bureau of finance, but it makes 
out a worse case against Director Rath- 
bone than - been generally expected. 

Heretofore no one connected with the 
Postoflice department would take the 
responsibility of saying that Rathbone had 
been guilty of anything more{than care- 
lessness in supervising the administration 
of the department of posts and to ex- 
travagance in his personal expenses, which 
were charged to the Cuban postal reven- 
ues. Mr. Bristow’'s report alleges not only 
carelessness and extravagance, but fraud 
as well, charging that Rathbone had a 
warrant for 3000 drawn in his favar; that 
he had it cashed and that he failed to 
icocunt for the money. 

The total direct embezzlements are rather 
smaller than had been supposed at _ the 
time thgt Neely was arrested. Mr. Bristow 
foots them up as amounting to $131,713.89. 
This total would be considerably increased 
if it could be ascertained exactly how 
much money has been expended in unnec- 
essary expenses or charged up as ‘“‘ex- 
yenses’’ and poc keted. 

The report says 
De>. 21, 1898, when Rathbone was appointed di- 
rector ge neral of posts, his salary was fixed at 
$4000. At his request, the postmaster genera! al- 
lowed him a per diem of $5 In addition. He claimed 
this was not sufficient, and June 19 the postmaster 
general increased the salary to $6500, with notifi- 
cation that with the increase the per diem would 
ceuse. July 8 Rathbone complained that the in- 
crease amounted to only $675 aid asked for an of- 
ficia. residence. This also was allowed. Dec. 19 
the postmaster genera! officially fixed Rathbone’s 
Salary at $6500, making it effective Aug. 1. But 
although the per diem was cut off, Rathbone con- 
tinued to draw it. 

When called upon by Co’. Burton for his authority 
of this allowance, Rathbone submitted the letter. 
suppressing that part of it prohibiting the per 
diem. In closing the discussion as to per diem, 
the report says: 

“It appears, therefore, that Director General 
Rathbone drew from Aug. 1, 1899, to Apri' 30, 1900, 
the sum of $1365 as a per diem which was unan- 
thorized, and that the drawing of the same was 
fraudulent, and I, therefore, recommend that he be 
required to reimburse the postal revenues of Cuba 
in that amount. 

The bills rendered for furniture for the official 
residence, the report says, contain many items, such 
as charges for trunk, gloves, dog collar, overcoat, 
hats for coachman, boots for footman, shirts, col- 
lars and cuffs for coachman, ete. 

Rathbone claimed that it was the custom of al’ 
countries that officials should be furnished with 
Such attendants, and that they should be clothed 
at the expense of the public revenues 

Rathbone made numerous official trips. In April, 
accompanied 


1899, be made a tour of inspection, 

by his family, and his expense account covered the 
entire expense of his family. In May of the same 
year he came to the United States and charged 
up as official expenses his expenses to Cincinnati 
and Hami'ton, O., where he went on private busi- 
ness, The report says Rathbone ‘‘was aware at the 
time that these charges were unauthorized and 
fraudulent.’ 

In November, 1899, when his family were in New 
York, he charged $236 for eight days in New York, 
while waiting for a steamer. He stated that no 
part of this expense was for his family. The re- 
port says: 

‘I do not think {it is reasonable to believe that 
the director general expended $29.50 a day for per- 
sonal hotel expenses while in New York awaiting 
the sailing of the vessel for Havana, but do be‘ieve 
that these expenses cover the entire hotel expenses 
of his family, and that they have been fraudulently 
cba: ged against the postal revenues of Cuba.’ 

The report also ¢alls attention to a warrant for 
$500, drawn by Rathbone, June 30, 1899, for which 
ro accounting was made, and another $500 warrant 
drawn in May of the same year. It says: 

“Irom the records it appears that Rathbone 
had drawn warrants to himself in the sum of $500, 
received the money thereon, and made no account- 
ing whateve? for the same to the department of 
posts. There stands against him. therefore, the 
charge of anlawfully ap propriating $1000 of the Cu- 
ban postal funds for his own use. 

The report also calls attention to many large ex- 
penditures by Rathbone for which no vouchers 
were filed, although they could have been easily 
obtained. For some mcnths miscellaneous expenses 
aggrégated as much as $850. Such items as ‘‘re- 
pairs, $250;"' ‘‘freight, $450."’ appear. Reeves 
explained that he passed such accounts because 
they had been allowed by the director general. The 
report does not credit this statement, saying: 

‘The evidence 1s too etrong of collusion between 
Necly, Rathbone and Reeves.’’ 

It Says: 

‘Gen. Rathbone has been engaged in the gov- 
erninent service many years, and knows that such 
a method of presenting bills and such expenditures 
are wholly unwarranted, and bear the strongest 
evidences of corruption. Therefore, for him to ap- 
prove such accounts renders him equally guilty with 
Neely. The total amount of these miscellaneous 
expenditures was $2960. A part of this was 
legitimate, but a large part was fraudulent expen- 
diture, for which Rathbone, Neely and Reeves are 
equally r>sponsib’s.’’ 

With reference to the gulit of E. L. Thompson, the 
postmaster at Havana, the report explains that in 
he issued four money orders in

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UNSAFE ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Terrible accidents on electric railways are becoming numer- 
ous. The latest is reported from Niles, O., where a street 
car jumped the track, turned over and seriously injured 40 
persons, Several similar cases wil! be recalled, in which cars 
have left the track at curves, Jumped embankments and 
turned upside down, crushing their human freight. 

The frequency of such events proves that the electric rai}- 
ways are not being built and managed with due regard for 
human safety, which should be the first consideration. 
Tracks are too light, not properly ballasted, not well graded, 
contain dangercus curves and in other reapecta are built 
as if for temporary use with cars driven at slow speed. 

On such unsafe tracks the comparatively light cars are run 
at the utmost speed to be gotten out of them, frequently by 
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It is time to take steps to put a stop to this unnecessary 
maiming and killing. The State and city legislatures should 
be urged to pass lawg to compel builders of electric railways, 
in town or country, to adopt all the precautions the law re- 
quires of builders of steam railroads. The electric road has 
come to stay. Why should it be a worse menace to human 
life than the steam road?

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INDUSTRY AND MONOPOLY. 


The Standard Oil Trust cleared $48,000,000 last year on a 
capitalization of $110,000,000. 

The Carnegie company estimates its gain this year at 
$42,000,000 on a capitalization of $25,000,000. 

Business is good with the truf#ts. To pay from 40 to 150 
per cent should certainly be satisfactory to the greediest 
monopolist. : 

The Standard Oil Trust employs 35,000 men, the minimum 
wage being $1.50 a day. At that rate the laborer would net 
$468 a year. Thirty-five thousand men would earn $16,380,000 
a year. Mr. Rockefeller’s share in the dividend is consider- 
ably more than that. 

Yet Mr. Rockefeller says that workingmen_ should be 
thrifty. If they would only save they might buy Standard 
Oil stock (quoted at about $500) and sosbecome monopolists 
themselves. 

Did Mr. Rockefeller make his enormous fortune by saving. 
No, he got a privilege, a franchise, a monopoly from the 
government. He has a “cinch’’ which he capitalizes at $110,- 
000,000, and is worth in the market $500,000,000. Will a work- 
ingman earning $468 a year ever overtake him even by saving 
all he earns? ‘ 

These figures show the power of monopoly. If industry 
is to regain its own monopoly must be destroyed. 
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Increasing the number of municipal offices is as expensive 
as increasing the number of policemen. 


MUSIC IN THE PARK, 


It is festunate for the public that Park Commissioner Ridg- 
lev’. wiews regarding the park concerts cannot be put in 
force, because the present year’s contracts are made. 

The Park Commissioner says he would change all concerts 
from night to afternoon. This would make but little differ- 
ence on Sundays, when nearly everybody can go to the parks 
in the daytime. But to have the concerts in the afternoons, 
and none at night, on weekdays, would be a grievous wrong 
to the working people, who are entitled to all the enjoyments 
of the public for which public funds are expended. 6

of the day, but for the workers, to whom the evening is the 
only period of recreation.

They also say Emil 
Zeppenfeld was in the streets around the 
Courthouse several times during the day. 

The sale, however, did not take place, 
and the interests of the patient attorney's 
client were temporarily protected at least. 
Zeppenfeld canhot now sell under the 
trust deed w Out making another adver- 
tisement and giving 20 days’ notice of the 
time and place of offering the property to 
the highest bidder. 

Marshall went to the courthouse to take 
up his vigil at 9 o'clock because the ad- 
vertiseme fixed that hour as the earliest 
he sale could be made. How- 
ever, he ys, Ze crow did not put in 
@n\appearance until 11:30. 

“Itowas evidently his intention to make 
the sale~at“noon, as is the custom in St. 
Loults,’’ said Marshall. “He knew me as 
Mrs. Ploen’s attorney and looked askance 
at me when he saw me on hand. But, 
hoping that I would leave before noon, he 
waited. Several friends were with him. 

“Noon came and I was still there. Zep- 
penfeld became nervous. He fumbled his 

apers. Then he talked some more with 

ls friends. A half hour later he left with 
them, giving me a parting glance that was 
full of an er. But I only laughed at him 
because I knew I had the advantage in the 
game being played. He thought I would 
leave when he left, and, when he returned 
an hour later and found me there, he was 
greatly chagrined.

NATIONAL ROWING ASSOCIATION. 


Ten Eyck and Rumohr Among the Men 
Who Are to Go to England. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—A meeting of the 
regatta committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Oarsmen will be held at 
the New York Athletic Club house tonight, 
at which it is expected that a decision will 
be announced in the matter of sending the 
American crews which won the special 
trial races at the recent regatta to Paris 
to compete in the international regatta next 
month. 

The crews which last week won the right 
to make the trip are Kk. H. Ten Eyck of the 
Wachusetts Boat Club of Worcester, Mass., 
and John Rumohr of the Harlem Rowing 
Club of New York City in the single sculls 
and the Vesper Boat Club of Philadelphia 
in the four and eight-oared events. 

There was only one entry in the trial for 
double sculls—that of the Wachusett Boat 
Club, and so no race in that class was 
rowed. On account of the lack of funds 
it is possible that no double will be sent, 
and at present the sending of the eight Is 
aiso in doubt. The Philadelphia oarsmen 
only subscribed about $250 to the $5000 to 
Se! the crews abroad, although it was 
practically certain that their eight would | 
be sent, while the New York oarsmen, 
whose only promising candidate for the | 
trip was a Single sculler, raised about $20W 
of the $2600 actually raised. 

The Philadelphia oarsmen in consequence | 
have been unofficially but firmly notified 
to raise $1000 additional in case they wish 
their eight to make the trip.

Amendment Drawn Up by Chicago 


Board of Directors Looking to a 
Solution of the Problem. 


The’trouble between the Western Union, 


Postal Telegraph Co. and the Chicago Board 


of Trade as regards the sending out of 
quotations made on the Chicago Board of 
Trade is not yet settled. It is probable 
that the Chicago Board of Trade will settle 
upon different times during the hours of 
trade, at which times members of the board 
of trade and private wire houses will be 
allowed to send out quotations to their cus- 
tomers and to the other exchanges through- 
out the country. 

It is thought that they 
five-minute intervals. 
The board of directors of the Chicago 
Board of Trade Wednesday drew up an 
amendment to the rules of the exchange 
which will be put to vote and may finally 
settle the trouble as far as the times of 
sending out quotations is concerned. The 


recommended amendment is as follows: 
“The board of directors shall prescribe 
certain fixed times during exchange hours 
at which the market prices of transactions 
on such exchange may be quoted by mem- 
bers to their customers.
